Amongſt divers Writings of this kind, We the Lords 
and Commons in Parliament have taken into our con- 
ſiderationewo princed Papers,the firſt containing a De- 
claration, which they received from his Majeſty in An- 
{wer co that which was preſented ro: his Majeſty from 
both Houſes of Parliament at Newmarket, the ninth of 
March, 1641,. The'other his Majeſties' Anſwer ro the 
Petition of 'both Houſes:preſenred ro his Majeſty at 
Yorke, the 26. of March, 1647. Both which are filled 
with harſh cenſyres and cauſeleſſe charges 'upon the Par- 
hamenr, concerning which, Wee hold: ir-neceflary to 
give ſatisfattion ro:the Kingdome, ſceing we finder ve- 
ry difficult to ſatishe his Majeſty,who to CORD 
we have found robe fo ingaged to,andpofſeſied by thoſe . 
miſapprehenſions whickevik counſellors have wrought 
in bim;-rhac-our moſt humble: and faichfutl Remon- 
firances have father irritated and imbitrered, then any 
thing allayed or-micigated the fharpe expreſhons which 
bis Majeſty hath beene pleaſed ro make in Anfwerunto 
them; forthe. manifeftacion whereof, and ofour owne

We know. no occaſion given by ns which mighemore 
his Majeſty .to tell us,that in-bur Declazation preſented 
at Newmarket, there ' were ſome exprefions different 
from the uſuall Language to Princes: neither did wee 
rell his Majeſty in words, or in efſe&, that if hee did not 
Jjoyne wich us in an AQ which his Majefty conceived 
mighe prove prejudicialliand erous to himſelfe and 
the whole Kingdome, we would make a Law without 
him,and "—_— te upon the le.. That which we de- 
fired, was,that in regard of the emminent danger of the 
kingdome the Ms/z#44 for the ſecurity of his _— and 
his people, might be. pur under the command of ſuch 


noble and faithfull Perſons,as chey had-all cauſe zo-con- 


kde in; and ſach was the neceflicy of chis prevention, 


that wee declared, that if his Majcſty ſhonld refuſe co. 


jopne wich us therein, the two houſes-of Parliament be- 
ing-cthe Supreme- Court and higheſt Conncell of the 
Kingdome. were enabled by. their owne Authority, to 
providefor the gepulſing of fach emminent and evident 


danger, not by any new. Law of their owne making, as.

We arc fully of the Kings mince as-it is here declared | 
-thathe may reſt fo ſecure of the affeQtions of his Subjes, 
that he ſhotld not ſtand in needof Forratgn force, to pre- 
ſerve him from oppreſſion, and are confident that he ſhall | 
never want an abundant evidence of the good wiſhes and | 
aſſiſtance of his whole Kingdome, cfpecially if:he. ſhall 
be pleaſed#o hold to' that gracious ReſolutiomoP buald- 
ing pon that ſure foundation, the Law of the Land. Bur 
why his Majeſty ſhould take it i} that VVe having recei- 
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ed Informations ſo deeply, coneerniug the fafety of the- 
Kingdome, and ſhould thinke them fit to be conſidered 
off; We cannot conceive, for although the name of the 
Pe: ſon was unknowne, yer that which was more ſubſtanti- 
all tothe probability Gf the Report, was knowne ; (that 
is, thathe was ſervant to the Lord D724), who in his pre- 
ſumptuous Letter to the Queenes Majeſtic, and other 
Letters to Sir Lewis Drves, had intimated ſome wicked 
prepoſition ſutable to that Information, but that this 
thould require Reparation : We hold it as farre from 
fuſtice as it is from Truth, that We have mixt any ma- 
licewith theſe Rumours, thereby to {cede the feares and 
jealoulics of the people. 

It is afirmed, his Majeſtic is driven (but not by us yet; ) 
from us perchance hereafter, it there be opertunity of 
gaining more credit, there will not be wanting who will 
ſuggeſt unto his Majeſty that it is done by us and if his 
Majeſty were driven from us, We hope it was not by his 
owne feares, but by the feares of the Lond D7gby and his 
Retinue of Cavileers, and that. no feares of any rumul- 
tuary violence but of their juſt puniſhment for their ma- 
nifold Inſolence, and intended violence againſt the Par- 
liament ; and this 1s expreſt by the Lord D7zety himſelfe, 
when he told thoſe Cavileers that the principall cauſe of 
his Majeſties going out of Toivue, was to fave them from 
being trampled in the dirt, but of his Majeſties Perfon, 
there was no cavſe of ſcarc in the greateſt heate of the 
pcoples indignation, after the accuſation, and his Maje- 
ſties violentcomming to the Houſe, there was no ſhew of 
any evill intention againſt his Regall Perſon, of which 
therecan be no better evidence then this, thar he came the 
nextday withata guard into the Citie, where he heard 
nothing but Praycrs and Petitions, no threatnings or ir. 
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-reverent ſpecches that might give him any juſt occaſton 


of feare that We have heard of, or that his Majeſtic ex- 
preſt, for he taid neare a weeke after at White-hall in a 
ſecure and peaceable condition, whereby we are induced 
to belceve that there is no difficultie nor doubr at all, bur 
his Majeſties Refidence neare London may be as ſafe, as in 
_ any pair of the Ne We are molt aſſured: of the 

faithtulneſſc of the City and Suburbs, and for cvr ſelves, 
we ſhall quicken the vigor of the Lawes, the induſtry 
of the Magiſtrate, the authority of Parliament, for the 
ſuppreſſing of all tumultuary infolencies whatſoever ; 
and for the vindicating of his honour, from all inſuppor- 
table and inſolent ſcandals, if any ſuch ſhall be fourd to 
be raiſed upon him as arc mentioned in this Anſwer, and 


therefore Wethinke it altogether unneceſſary, and ex- 


ceeding inconvericnt to adjourne the Parliament to any 
other Place. 

Where the deſire of a good underſtanding betwixt the 
King and the Parliament, 1s ON both parts ſo earneſt as is 
here profeſt of his Majeſtie to de in him ; And We have 
ſufficiently teſtified to be in our ſelves, it ſcemes ſtrange 
We ſhould be ſolong aſunder, it can be nothing elſe but 
evill and malicious Councell, miſrepreſenting our carri- 
age to him, snd in diſpoſing his favour tous, and as it 
ſhall be farre from us to take any advantage of his Ma- 
jeſties ſuppoſed traights, as to defire, mnch lefle tocom- 
pelihimro that which his hopour or infereſt.may render 
unpleaſant and grievous to him ; So We hope that his 


Majeſtie willnot make hisowne underſtanding or reaſon, 


the-rule of his government, butwill ſuffer himſelfe to be 
affiſted with awiſe and prudent Councell, that may deale 
faithfully betwixt him and his peoples and that be will re- 


member that his reſolutions doe concerne a Kingdome: 
: And 
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And therefore ought not to be moulded by his owne, ' 

much lefſe by any other private perſon, which is not a 
F.Y F eeE ſogreata truſt, and therefore we 
| ſtill deftre and hope that his Majeſty will not be guided 
' | by his oiwne under{tanding, or to thinke thoſe courſes, 
| ſtraights, and necefſities, to which he ſhall be adviſed by 
the wiſedome of both Houſes of Parliament; which are 
the eyes inthis Politick Body, whereby his Ma jeſtie is by 
the conſtitution of this Kingdome, to diſcerne the diffe- 
rences of rhoſe things which concerne the Publick Peace 
and ſafety therezof We have given his Majeſtic no cauſe to 
- fay, that We doe meanely value the deſcharge of his Pub- 
lick duty, whatſoever Acts of Grace or fullice have been 
| done, they proceeded from his Majeſtic by the advice and 
' Councell of his Parliament. Yet we have and ſhall al- 
| waves anſiver them with conſtant gratitude, obedience, 
and affeion, and although many things have beene done 

ſince this Parliament, of another nature, yet we ſhall not 
ceaſe to deſire the Contumed protettion of Almighty 
” God, upon his Majeſty ; and moſt humbly Petition him 
| tocaſt from him all thoſe evill and contrary Councells, 
| which have in many particulars formerly mentioned, 
| muchdetradted from the honour of his government, the 
| happineſſe: of his owne, eſtate and proſperity of his 
people. 

And having paſt ſo many dangers from abroad, ſo many 
| Confpiracies at home, and brought on the publick 
| worke fo farre through the greateſt difficulties that ever 

ſtood in oppoſiion toa Parliament, to fuch a degree of 
Succeſſe thar nothing ſeemes to be left in our way able ro 
hinder" the full accompliſhment of onr deſires, and in- 
deayours for the Pnblick good, unlefle God inhis Iuftice 
doe ſend ſuch a grievous curſe upon us as to turne the 
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- trength of the Kingdome againſt it ſelfe, and to effe& 
that by their owne follic'and credulitic, which the power 
and fubtilty of their and our, Enemies could not attaine, 
that is, to Divide the people from the Parliament; and 
to make them ſerviceable to the ends and aimes of 
thoſe whowould deſtroy them, therfore VWeedelire the 
Kingdome totake notice of this laſt moſt deſperate and 
miſchievous plot of the malignant party, that is ated 
and profecuted in many partes of the kingdome under 
plauſeable motion of ſtirringthem upto a care of preſer- 
ving the Kings Prerogative, maiutaineing the diſcipline 
_ ofthe Church, upholding and coutinuing the Reverence ! 
and ſolemnity of Gods ſervice incouraging of learning, & 
upon theſe grounds divers mutinous petitions have been 
framed in London,Kent, and other Countics, and ſundry 
of his Maieſtis ſubje&s have been ſolicited todeclare 
themſelves for the King, againſt the Parliament and 
many falſe and fowle aſpertions have been caſt upon our 
proceedings as we had been not onely negligent,but averſe 
in theſe pointes, whereas we defire nothing more, then to 
maintaine the purity and power of Religion, and to honor 
the King in all his Juſt Prerogatives, and forlncourage- | | 
ment. and advancement of Piety and Learning we have | 
very carneſtly endeavoured,and ſhall doe to the urtermoſt 
of our power that all Pariſhes may have learned, pious, 
and ſufficient Preachers,andallſuch Preachers, competent 
livings : Many other Bils and propofitions are in-prepa- 
ration for the Kings profit and honour,the peoples ſafety, 
and proſperity,in the proceedings whereof Ve arc much 
hindered by his Majcſties abſence from the Parliament, 
which is altogether contrary to the uſe of his Predeceſ- 
ſors, and the Priviledges of Parliament': whereby our 
cime is conſumed by a multitude of unneceflary Meſſages,

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and our Innocency wounded by cauſleſſe and ſharpe In- 
vectives ; yet we doubt not,but we thall overcome all this 
at laſt, i: the people fuffer not themſelves to be deluded 
with fa}fe and ſpectous ſhews,and ſo drawne to betray us 
to their one undoing, who have ever been willing to ha-
